So the 68-year-old drove an hour and a 
half from her home in northwest suburban 
Carpentersville to downtown Chicago on 
Wednesday to join other local Ukraini- 
ans disgusted by the violence. More than 
25 people—protesters and police—died 
this week during clashes in the country’s 
capital. Hundreds more were injured. 

On Wednesday, Ukraine’s president 
called a cease-fire in an attempt to stop the 
bloodshed. 

“This is so sick. We’re not accustomed 
to that,” Tyshenko said. “It is our hope this 
can be solved so there is no war.” 

Protests in Kiev, Ukraine’s capital, be- 
gan almost three months ago after Presi- 
dent Viktor Yanukovych rejected a trade

demonstrations escalated Tuesday when 
anti-government protesters set fire to the 
ruling party’s headquarters and Ukrainian 
forces stormed their tent camp. 

Flames, bombs and gunfire engulfed the 
city’s center, making it the country’s most 
violent day since it gained independence in 
I9QI. 

In Chicago, outside the Consulate Gen- 
eral of Ukraine’s office, nearly 100 people 
gathered Wednesday to condemn what 
they called “brutality” against protesters 
by the Ukrainian government. Dozens of 
blue-and-yellow Ukrainian flags held by 
protesters stood high above the crowd and 
flapped in the wind.

“Putin, hands off 


Ukraine” and “Sanctigns now" ecleed 
outside the cod brick consulate building 
as police othicers looked on. Organieers 
derailed “Varukevelr resign and chat 
LS. and. European leaders intervene in the 
crisis. 

Among the protesters was US. Rep. 
Bobby Rush, who said he will urge the 
government to impose sanctions against 
Ukraine when he returns to Washington, 
D.C., next week. 

“This is an atrocity ... that must be 
brought to a screeching halt,” Rush said. 
“There is nothing more valuable than hav 
ing the right to protest your governmens.” 

About 50,000 Ukrainians live in Chi- 
cago, according to census data. Bur that 
figure does not include immigrants living 
in the area illegally and could actually top 
150,000, said Pavlo Bandriwsky, vice piresi- 
dent of the Illinois division of the Ukri- 
nian Congress Committee of America, the 
organization that arranged the protest.

A third man has been charged with flooding 


parts of Trump Tower, causing hundreds of 


thousands of dollars in damage, after he and 
two friends were denied service at a bar be- 
cause they were intoxicated, police said. 

Daniel T. Maradei, of the 4100 block of 
Woodlake Drive in Hanover Park, was charged 
with felony criminal damage, authorities said. 
He appeared in court Wednesday and was re- 
leased on $100,000 I-bond with electronic 
home monitoring required. 

His two friends, Carl Koenemann, 25, of Des 
Plaines, and Benjamin Nitch, 25, of Barrington, 
were charged earlier in the week. 


The three men were at a bar on the 16th floor 
of Trump ‘Tower to order drinks shortly after 
5 p.m. Saturday, prosecutors said, when they 
were refused service for acting intoxicated. 

Rather than leave the hotel, they were 
caught on video taking a fire exit staircase to 
the sixth floor, where they turned a water valve, 
releasing thousands of gallons of dirty water 
onto the floor and flooding two elevators, ac- 
cording to court records. The damage to the 
elevators alone totaled more than $700,000, 
prosecutors said. The water valve, which expels 
an average of 250 gallons of water per minute, 
was left open for 10 minutes, prosecutors said.

Pussy Riot: Cossacks 
used whips on group 


Members of the all-women Russian protest 
group Pussy Riot said they were beaten with 
whips Wednesday by Cossacks who are help- 
ing patrol Sochi during the Winter Olympics. 

Nadezhda ‘Tolokonnikova and Maria 
Alyokhina, who served prison sentences over 
a protest in a church against President Vladi- 
mir Putin, said they were attacked in Sochi as 
five band members tried to perform a song. 

“Under the banner Sochi 2014, to the sound 
of ‘Putin will teach us to love the homeland’, 
Cossacks attacked Pussy Riot, beat us with 
whips and sprayed a lot of pepper gas at us,” 
Tolokonnikova wrote on Twitter. 

Video purportedly of the incident posted 
on a Russian TV website showed Pussy Riot 
members pulling trademark, brightly colored 
ski masks over their faces and performing a 
song in front of a wall decorated with the So- 
chi Games design. 

What appeared to be pepper spray was 
aimed at one of them, a Cossack was shown 
beating several people with a whip and the 


masks were roughly pulled off the protesters’ 
heads. 

Alyokhina tweeted photographs of blood 
dripping down the face of a supporter after 
the attack. Another showed red marks across 
Tolokonnikova’s chest. 

David Khakim, an activist who was briefly 
detained over a one-man protest in Sochi this 
week, said he had witnessed the attack. 

“The Cossacks sprayed gas in my eyes. They 
started beating us with whips after which they 
started choking us in front of a police officer,” 
he wrote on Twitter. 

Cossacks have enjoyed a revival under 
Putin and are being used to enforce security 
around the Olympic Games. 

“Most likely, this is some sort of a cheap 
provocation,” said Konstantin Perenizhko, a 
deputy to the regional Cossack military leader. 

Neither part of the police nor military, 
Cossacks, once the patrolmen of the Russian 
borderlands, are meant to maintain order and 
work with police to make arrests.

Blissful bronze for 
Chicago’s Aja Evans 


Bobsledder ‘can’t wait 
to take my medal home 
and show everybody’

SOCHI, Russia The first time Aja Evans took a 
run down the bobsled track—a sensation she 
likens to being stuffed in a garbage can and 
pushed of a cliff—she wasn’t sure she wanted 
to do it again. 

Her mother insisted: Do not to give up. 

“She told me to fight through it. She told 
me I was in this for bigger reasons than that 
one run,” said Evans, a Chicago native and 
former Illinois track star. “And I’m so glad I 
listened to her.” 

Two years after heeding her mother’s advice, 
Evans and pilot Jamie Greubel won a bronze 
medal Wednesday in the women’s bobsled. 
American teammates Elana Meyers and Lau- 
ryn Williams joined them on the podium after 
winning silver, marking the first time the US. 
has won multiple medals in the event. 

In taking silver, Williams also became just 
the third woman to medal in both the Win- 
ter and Summer Games. Williams won gold as 
part of the women’s 400-meter relay in Lon- 
don and won a silver medal in the 100 in 2004. 

“This has been the most exciting experi- 
ence of my life, I am so happy to have fallen 
into bobsled,” Williams said. “Who would 
have thought six months ago I would be 


bobsledding, let alone on the podium at the 
Olympics?” 

Americans Jazmine Fenlator and Lolo 
Jones finished 11th. Jones, a two-time Olym- 
pic hurdler, joined Williams as the ninth and 
roth American athletes to compete in both 
the Summer and Winter Games. 

Canadian pilot Kaillie Humphries, who 
won the event in Vancouver, took gold again. 

Greubel and Evans finished a full second 
behind the leaders, but no one could have 
guessed it from the way they hugged and 
grinned on the podium. 

“There’s no other feeling like it,” said Evans, 
who has been a brakeman for two seasons. “It’s 
overwhelming. It’s just bliss. This is what you 
work so hard and sacrifice so much for.” 

After their final run, Evans sprinted to the 
stands and high-fived older brother Fred, a Vi- 
kings defensive tackle. Her cheering section 
included 1o relatives, most of whom wore 
knit hats with her name sewn in. 

A former Big Ten shot put champion, Ev- 
ans —who was also a sprinter at Morgan Park 
High School—plans to take a break from 
bobsledding and return to track to compete 
in heptathlon. 

But first things first. 

“T just can’t wait to take my medal home 
and show everybody,” she said. “I have had so 
much support and that has been my driving 
force. It’s why I have a medal.”

Do the stars align at 
dazzling new River North 
cocktail bar Celeste?

Just like that, Celeste was open. The cocktail 
bar—located in the former Swirl Wine Bar 
space in River North— flew under the radar 
until Feb. 3, when owners finally unveiled 

the two-story bar they had spent three years 
creating. Given all that work, wouldn't the 
team want to throw a splashy, press-packed 
opening bash? Not at all. “In this day and age, 
you see photos of a place on [restaurant blog} 
Eater, and MenuPages has the menu before 
opening. A lot of times I feel like I’ve already 
been to a place that just opened,” said Rafid 
Hindo, who co-owns the bar with his two 
brothers, Nader and Fadi. “We were trying to 
step away from that and have people come 

in with no expectations.” Aside from two 
cocktail photos friends had posted on Insta- 
gram, I was in the dark about Celeste when I 
stopped in on a recent Saturday evening. 


First impressions count 

Though its neighbors include Mercer 113 

and NV Penthouse Lounge, Celeste shakes 
off the average downtown bar mantle like 

a woman slinking out of a robe. An atten- 
tive hostess greeted me as soon as I walked 
through the door and offered me and my 
friend the choice of seats at the first-floor bar 
or a table in the second-floor Deco Room. 
We started on the first floor facing the dra- 
matically lit bar, but we couldn’t help turning 
our heads to take in the ornate mirrors, 
intricate glass walls and understated light 
fixtures. The cocktail menu is adorned with 
delicate drawings of corsets and constella- 
tions and flowery phrases about a “muse” and 
“enchantress,” but the gray-and-metal palette 
of the room reins in the femininity. 


You’re on ajourney 

My friend and I visited both the first- and 
second-floor bars, ate a full meal and still felt 
as though we could have lingered longer. It’s 
not that I wouldn’t visit Celeste for a quick 
after-work cocktail, but it would be difficult 
to pry myself away after only an hour. The 
first-floor bar offers what bartender Freddie 
Sarkis (formerly of Sable Kitchen & Bar) calls 
“approachable” cocktails, including classics 
such as the negroni and manhattan as well 

as original creations like the compulsively 
drinkable, aromatic Roman Candle Fight 
($10). 

The drink that’s destined to become one 
of the bar’s signatures, though, is the Golden 
Filigree ($10). Sarkis explained that the drink 
is a modified version of an 18th century 
milk punch recipe attributed to Benjamin 
Franklin, and is made with cognac, dark 
rum, bourbon and milk whey. It’s a blend of

dark spirits, but the Golden Filigree ends up 
clear in color due to the way it’s heated and 
strained before cooling. The punch then is 
pumped with nitrogen dioxide (as opposed 
to carbon dioxide like soda), which lends it 
a velvety, creamy texture. If you've ever tried 
a beer that was poured “on nitro,” you know 
what I mean. Confused by this science les- 
son? Don’t think too hard about it—just try 
the drink. 


Keep the night going 

Once I'd had my fill of the Golden Filigree, I 
ventured upstairs to the Deco Room. There, 
surrounded by chandeliers and twinkling, 
pearlescent surfaces, I made quick work of 
the elegantly plated burrata appetizer ($14), 
a pristine scallop crudo ($14) and a halibut 
entree ($26). Food can be an afterthought at 
cocktail bars, but what’s coming out of the 
kitchen at Celeste could hold its own against 
many of the better restaurants in the neigh- 
borhood. The expanded cocktail list on the 
second floor is equally elegant. Organized by 
phases of the moon—waxing crescent, half 
orb, etc.—the drinks get more complex as 
the phases progress. Cocktail newbies might 
want to stick to the first few pages, though 
the entire menu describes each cocktail’s 
flavor (spicy, bitter, boozy, herbal, etc.). 

The bartenders who served us were helpful 
and easygoing when it came to explaining 
unfamiliar liquors or suggesting cocktails. 
Without their advice, for example, I likely 


wouldn't have ordered the Aztec Cold/Hot 


Chocolate ($13), a slightly spicy dessert cock- 
tail that I still can’t get out of my head. 


Bottom line 

Stylish and charming, Celeste lives up to 
its sophisticated ambitions. Though its 
relatively quiet opening means the bar isn’t 
yet packed wall-to-wall, I don’t expect this 
stunner to stay a secret for long.

Lupita Nyong’o steps 
into the spotlight

In some ways, Lupita Nyong’o fits the 
fashion-plate standard of beauty that’s chang- 
ing, ever so slowly, but still frequently looks 
for a certain type: She’s thin and sculpted, 
with regal cheekbones and bearing to match. 
And her accent doesn’t hurt, either, in an 
America that’s still New World enough to be 
impressed by such things. 

In a word, she’s gorgeous. 

But in other ways, she’s something apart 
from the blond icons from Jean Harlow to 
Marilyn Monroe to today’s ubiquitous Jen- 
nifer Lawrence whom Hollywood normally 
presents as the ideal. Nyong’o, the 30-year- 
old, Mexican-born Kenyan who stepped out 
of the Yale School of Drama into fame and an 
Academy Award nomination, is dark-skinned, 
with a short, natural haircut, and no apologies. 

In a blur of red-and-white Stella McCart- 
ney fashions, she stands out on the cover of 
New York magazine’s spring fashion issue, 
which calls her the new “it” girl. And indeed, 
she is known, as the chosen often are, by just 
one name, “Lupita.” Her heart-wrenching 
performance in “12 Years a Slave” as Patsey, 
exploited and abused but with an untram- 
meled spirit, made everyone take notice. 

Then she dazzled in bright prints and jewel 
colors at movie openings and on red carpets. 
She was consensus best-dressed in a Ralph 
Lauren red cape dress at the Golden Globes, 
where she lost, and followed it up with a 
striking blue Gucci gown at the Screen Ac- 
tors Guild Awards, where she won. 

And in a Vanity Fair Hollywood layout that 


made news because of its diversity, some- 
thing the magazine was definitely not known 
for, Nyong’o held court, resembling an Oscar 
in shimmering gold. (Her triumph, though, 
was not without backlash, as some wondered 
whether the magazine had retouched her 
skin color.) 

Whether she wins or loses as best support- 
ing actress when the Academy Awards are 
announced March 2— Lawrence is among her 
competition—everyone will be dying to see 
what and whom she is wearing. 

It’s Lupita’s world, and she has been 
handling all the fuss with poise and modesty. 
But the canonization of Nyong’o follows a 
pattern of picking one style icon, one “it” 
girl — one “it” black girl— the one who'll 
crowd out everyone else. The bar is set pretty 
high. If she were a fraction less thin, or her 
flawless complexion were anything other 
than perfectly blemish-free, would it would 
be enough? 

The real test will come after the Oscars. 
That’s when we'll see if all the Lupita love 
translates into romantic leads and star parts 
with substance, like the ones offered other 
usually-white actresses in her cohort. Patsey 
is a great role. But there is much more these 
actresses can do. 

With Kerry Washington making waves 
with “Scandal” and on fashion-magazine 
covers, and “Saturday Night Live” adding 
Sasheer Zamata to its ensemble, the “12 Years 
a Slave” star isn’t alone. True onscreen equal- 
ity, though, means a lot more than just one; 
it encompasses beauty and talent in all sizes, 
shapes and colors, and Nyong’o’s shoulders 
are far too slim to carry the hopes of black 
women in Hollywood and beyond.
